Applicant asserts that in document 1 the management interval is from a waste discarding 
institution to an intermediate treatment company, but the management interval in document 1 clearly 
includes the final treatment company. (See the following descriptions in document 1.) 

([0034] (1) displayed item, 'Definition of business: Business performed by party (manager) 
responsible for delivery from final to final treatment plant." 
[0046] (1) displayed item, "Select '5: final"'

transport vehicle) in the waste unit created by the waste discarding institution's can be understood on a 

map in realtime (location information such as where is it being transported now?, has it been delivered 

to the treatment plant?, has the treatment ended? And transport route, etc.)."

Also, Applicant asserts that the point that the present application's invention uses a combination 
of a primary cargo bill and a secondary cargo bill and a cargo bill with a different management subject 
differs from the invention of document 1, but having companies use different cargo bills in a 
management system process is found to be a mere matter of design variation. 

Therefore Applicant's claims are not recognized, and the subject matter of claims 1-4 does not 
appear to involve an inventive step on account of document 2 and document 1. 

Claims 5-6 

The subject matter of claims 5 and 6 is described in document 1, so it does not appear to be 
novel or to involve an inventive step.
